Assembly and signed by Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton. 
The new law 
permits city governments by ordi 
nance to levy a 12 cent city sales 
tax.

Chicago, East St 
Louis, Decatur.

An Article Appeared in the Eldorado Journal Asking Certain Information. 
This Article Will Clarify Their Lack of Information. 


M r. Luke Barnhill, Bert W ard, Edgar McCuc, Harold Barnes and C. H. James started w o r k 
on the Flood Control Project over five years ago, and their Project has been approved by the Ll- 
S. Army Engineers, and is now awaiting Congressional action. 
Of the Committee, Mr. Barnhill* 
M r. McCue and M r. Barnes are deceased, M r. W ard is a retired farmer and not active any lo nger. 
M r. James has been asked to help on this Conservancy Project, but he refused to do so, as he 
stated that the people in Saline County do not have the backbone ro get out and fight and w o r k 
for the best interest of Saline county. 


Now in reply to questions asked by the Regional W ater Resource Development Committee 
and the Directors cf the Eldorado Chamber of Commerce in the Eldorado Daily Journal issue o f 
July 6, 1955: 


I. 
This proposal is not the same one that had been previously voted down. This 
program was started last February when a Committee met w ith the Kldorado Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, bantin*: assistance in a Reservoir project. The Committee advised 
the Chamber that no money from the Federal Con eminent could he used on a lake 
or reservoir project— that under the existinu law a River Conservancy District would 
not he able to sell any water that it impounded. 
However, this Committee advised 
the Chamber that they would tr\ and have the law chanced, which has been done. 
This law has passed both the House and Senate, and is now before the Governor for 
his >iunature. 
This amendment trues the River Conservant District the I'OWFR 
and AITH O R 1TY TO SELL W ATER TO A N 1) 
IN DESTRA 
AND 
MI MCTPALI- 
HES, which sale w ill he of hic heip in de'rnving the cost of the District. 
Also no 
tax money will he used for the purpose of cleaning, deepening and widening the North 
Fork, the Middle Fora and the South Fork, as all of this cost will he borne bv the 
Federal Government. 
THE ONLY TAX MONEY TH VT W ILL HE I SED ON THESE 
DITCHES IS THE CLEANING O LT THAT W ILL HE NEEDED IN FIVE OR TEN 
YE VRS AI TER THEY ARE CLEANED OI I VA THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT.

The taxes collected bv the District would he used tor the benefit of all of the 
people, excepting Brushy township. 


*i. 
The proposed conservancy district would not he limited to channel clearance, 
the main purpose of the proponents i«, interest in the development of water conserva­ 
tion. by the building of Reservoirs; also m ikinu recreational grounds around each res- 
ervoir that could be used by all of the people. 
I he building of these reservoirs, would 
mean that we would then he in a GOOD POSITION to induce large industries to lo­ 
cate in this section, as we would have a large supply of water. 
The District is em­ 
powered by law to build one or more reservoirs, whatever is needed for the de\ebu­ 
llient of this area and soil conservation. 


I. 
No program ha-> been proposed by the Saline K ite r Conservancy District group. 
They do not have any authority to make any plans, os th i- group is made up of \ol- 
unteers, who are working for the betterment ol Saline County. 
When the Saline K it­ 
er ( onservancy District K toted in. then the County .Judge appoints a Hoard of Trus­ 
tees. and no one knows who this Hoard of Trustees will he.

No State or Federal Funds have b?en appropriated or 
made available 
for 
drainage purposes in this area. as there is no legal organization that the State or 
federal Government can deal with, hut we w ill advise you. that the Appropriations 
Committee at Springfield recommended that SHUI.OOO lie appropriated in the 1951 ses­ 
sion hut this lost by one Note on the floor.

If Federal Funds were made av ail i Die and the proposed work completed by 
(he Army Engineers, there would be permanent employment fo ra number of workers 
in keeping these projects in workable condition.

The Conservancy District is empowered to build as many reservoirs as are 
needed to meet the requirements of the people of the District. 
We are confident that 
the Hoard of Trustees appointed by the (Aunty Judge w ill work with all Municipali­ 
ties in the D istrict to work out a satisfactory arrangement, w h e r e b y 
sufficient 
amounts of water w ill he impounded to take care of all future needs for water by the 
towns and Cities in the District, also enough water to take care of several large in­ 
dustries or manufacturing concerns that rn tv locate here, on account of a large water' 
supply. 
As far as recreational facilities art? concerned, the law specifically states in 
chapter 12, section 392 a. paragraph (cl) "Said board shall have the power, if it shall 
find it conducive to the public health, comfort or convenience to acquire sufficient 
lands contiguous to its reservoirs for the establishment of recreational grounds and the 
right to permit said reservoir or reservoirs to he used for retreational and to construct 
on said grounds a building or buildings and other improvements for such recreational 
purposes;” 


We believe that the above answers all of the questions asked for by the above committees- 


In the Eldorado Daily Journal of July 7, 1955, M r. Jesse Chandler, president of Labors As­ 
sociation for Industrial Development, advised and urged all members of LA ID and Eldorado citi­ 
zens in general to vote against the River Conservancy District, as he stated he was not convinced 
it met the needs of the community. 
W e also understand that he immediately left Eldorado to 
look for work. 
W hy did he not stay a t home and help to work out something so that labor would 
be able to find work. 
Also in The Harrisburg Daily Register of July 7, 1955, in "Timotheus T Y ' 
column he states he received a letter from a 16-year-old boy who asks in part, 


"W h a t can a young boy or girl do after high school here in Harrisburg (this same condition 
exists in Eldorado also)? 
They leave home to find work or else stand on street corners and loaf 
W ould the families and boys and girls like to be back in Harrisburg with their families and 
friends they grew up with? 
I am sure they would. 
BUT CAN THEY? 
N O ."

NEW YORK lf—Despite network 
television’s “phenomenal'’ growth, 
newspapers are still the favorite 
medium of IOO top national adver­ 
tisers, Tide Magazine said today. 
Tide analyzed the ad budgets of 
the IOO leading advertisers in an 
effort to determine just how TV’s 
meteoric rise bas affected other 
media. 
In 1950 newspapers accounted for 
39 3 per cent of ail the money spent 
for national advertising by these, 
companies. In 1954 their share had 
slipped to 31 4 ^er cent 
Television, which accounted for 
only 5.1 per cent of the top ad­ 
vertisers’ budget in 1950, was a 
strong second last year with 30.3 
per cent.
